Very wellrepresented at Caltrans in the tech- 
nical positions on the level just below the 
CEA decision-making jobs. 

According to the report“Asians are well 
Iepresented in the engineering field at Cal- 
trans and are 16.98% of all Senior Transpor- 
tation Engineers，14.99% of all Associate 
Transportation Engineers，21.31% of all 
AsSsociate Engineers and 16.69% ofall Asso- 
ciate Transportation Engineers. . . 

“Caltrans Should be more sensitive to the 
importance of appointing Asians and Filipi- 
nos to the highest decision-making posi- 
tons,”the report States. 

*x Only 15 (2.2%) of the all state CEA po- 
Sitions 3S of Augusb 1988，were held by 
Asians. There are just two Filipinos (0.3%) 
and two Pacific Islander (0.3%) CEAs in the 
state. According to the 1980 US Census， 
Asians constituted 3.6% of the state civilian 
Work force, Filipinos，1.69% and Pacific Is- 
landers,0.3%.Estimates arethatthe 1990US 
Census will show AFPIs will reach 9.3% of 
the population in California. 

*# Despite a statewide recruitment cam- 
paign and a good informational workshop 
program, the Department of Corrections has 
beenunabletoboosttheirhiring ofAsian cor- 
rectional officers to labor parity with even 
1980 Census figures. 

There were 10,360 correctional officers in 
the state as of June 30 and only 91 or .88% 
were Asian as of that date.

9ports fans face a feast over the next few 
weekSs. The Summer Olympic Games in 
Seoul are about to begin, and billions of 
people around the world are expected to 
watch all or parts of it on 工 V. 

Most ofthe sports thatmakeup the Olym- 
pics get relatively little attention by them- 
selves, but when they're together under the 
five-ring Olympic Symbol, they become 3 
duadrennlel mega-media event. 

There are reasons beyond the Simple 
contests forthis world focus. The Olympics 
are an embodiment of nationalist pride and， 
in SOme waySs，have become instruments of 
foreign policy for nations, large and small. 

Olympic organizers encourage national- 
ism. The parade of nations ls a highlight of 
the opening ceremonies. Winners in all the 
events Stand proudly, some tearful, as their 
national anthems are played and their na- 
tional flags are Talsed. 

30o Olympic organizers can't complain 
when nations use the Games as an elaborate， 
if inappropriate,bargainingchip in whatever 
is the dispute in vogue at the moment. 

The Seoul Games will be the first Since 


1972 when almost all nations capable of 


fielding teams will compete. Only North 
Korea, Cuba, and about four other countries 
won't send athletes， Politics were the rea- 
Sons for the black African boycott of the 
1976 MontrealGames,theU9-ledboycottof 
the 1980 Moscow Games,and theretaliatory 
9oviet-lcd boycottof the 1984 games in LA. 
Traditionally，host countries use the 
Olympics to strut their stufft and build a 
foundation for future economic benefits， 
You know that South Koreans have been 
woOrkingexhaustivelytoshowtheworldhow 
far they"ve come Since the Korean War. 
There are parallels between 9outh 玉 orea 
and Japan in this regards. Japan hosted the 
1964GamesinTokyo,amidJapan Sremark- 
able economic recovery from its devastating 
World War II defeat 
South Korea didn'texacty lose a war, but 
thecivil warin the early 1950s left the entire 
Korean peninsula shellshocked. Before that， 
Japan ruled it. Since the split in the two 
Koreas after WW II South Korea has man- 
aged its own economic miracle, and soon 
will be the center of attention for the world. 
This tme, the occasion ls much happier. 
Whenthe US was at the height ofits world 
influenceand power, Us athletesexcelled in 


the glamour Olympic sports 一 track and 
field, gymnastics,andswimming and diving. 
A Us chauvinist could easily argue that the 
free-enterprise democratic System “creat 
the world' s top athletes. 

Istill remember when the Olympic Sprint 
events were thealmostexclusive province of 
the US. White Americans were the stars， 
men like Bobby Morrow and Dave Sime. 

The most glorious American Sprint Star of 
the past Olympic era was Jesse Owens, a 
black man. When Owens won four gold 
medals in Berlin in 1936, Adolf Hitler must 


have died inside. He never counted black people as 


part of his Master Race. 


Today, American Sprint stars remain top Olympic 
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Surge of sports in China. “Unable to compete 
with the Superpowers militarily or economi- 
cally，China is determined to be a world 
power in Sports,”Trip Gabriel wrote in Thne 
TZ7eS Magazine. 

A Shanghai gymnastics coach told Gab- 
Tiel “Sports is justlike diplomacy: When we 
get good marks,itis a window the world can 
look into and tell a lot about our country.

The most intriguing 一 and disturbing 一 
aspect of China'*s all-out push for athletic 
preeminence is a belief by the Chinese that 
are at a genetic disadvantage. PoOrls 711US- 
tiraled quotes an American anthropologist 
who says that “virtually all Chinese athletes 
are convinced that they're physicially infe- 
rior to other races; that blacks are dramati- 
cally Superior to them and Caucasians Sig- 
nificantly So.” The magazine notes that 
there's no Scientific evidence toback up this 
attitude, butfeeling thatwayimay-serveasa

AsImentionedinacolumnIwroteafterthe Winter 
Olympics, Asian Americans haven'tfigured promi- 
nently in US Olympic efforts. One, ironically, was a 
Korcan American, Sammy Lee, a diver who won 
gold medals at two Olympics (1948 and 1952).

Six thousand miles from the country for 
which shc had sacrificed her personal happi- 
ncsS，TSscngtch “Lily”Wen died in a cold 
whitcroom in Providence Hospital,Oakland， 
on SCcpPL 2. IL had been a long journey that 
actually had begun 88 years before，just 
acrossthebay in San Francisco'"s Chinatown. 

Born a fcarless and lifelong activisb Lily 
Wecn fortunately escaped having her feet 
bound, a torture her older sisters had been 
forced to endure. Ironically, it was perhaps 
due to the greater freedom she was alowed 
thatledto thelengthiertorture she wasto face 
in the future. As a child, she joined youthful 
gangs that disrupted business in opium dcns 
and morc than once rescued Chinese prosti- 
tutes, who were given refuge in a Presbyte- 
Tian-run home for girls. 

Wen was driven by a deep-rooted sense of 
injusticeatthe way Chineseimmigrants were 
being treated in the US. She was determined 
to take part in whatever effort was neceSSary 
to combat the racism which at the time Per- 
vaded every Social structure, from education 
to employment，and which precluded the 
exercise of basic civil rights. 

Thencametherevolutionof1911,initiated 
byDr.Sun Yat-sen, who wantedto freeChina 
from the stranglehold of the Manchu Dy- 
nasty. To ralise funds Dr. Sun travelled to the 
US, where his life was constantly threatened 
by assassins hired by the Chinese consulate. 
Often he Sought shelterin thehouseof Wen's 
widowed mother,because hecr oldest son was 
an important member of the Tung-Meng- 
Hui，an organization Started by Dr. sun. 
Young Lily frequently milssed school so that 
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She could stand guard outside and alert the 
household of any suspicious activity. 

After the revolution ended and the Repub- 
lic was formed，Wen decided to move to 
China with herbrother in 1914.

CrystalGeyser Watercompany in Calistoga， 
NapaValley,isthelargestAmerican-owned 
mineral water company in the US . 
“When Peter and I decided to go into 
business for ourselves,， we Were looking at 
demographicssand trends,”said-2Soong: 3 
Stanford and Harvard educated Berkeley 
UL native“Wemoticedthatalotofpeople were 
becoming morehealth conscious and wanted 
ftoods and drinks without artificial ingredi- 
ents.” 
The decision to go into the mineral water 
business was also helped along by Gordon， 
an avid Sportsman who had been alongtime 
mineral water drinker, 

Before putting their money“down the 
well”in Calistoga, the two businessmen re- 
searchedmany differentwatersources.They 
studied books and maps from the 1880s, a 
period when“taking in the waters”at Spas 
Was a popular leisure activity in Northern

California. They read up on taste descrip- 
tions,talked to geologists, studied flow rates 
and consulted seismic charts， 

“Earthquakes can change the direction of 
underground streams,”said Soong,“and we 
needed to find a source 让 which the quality 
has been consistentovertheyears.”Theyalso 
tastedalotofdifferent watersthemselvesand 
finally went to people who have some of the 
mostrefined tastebuds 一 the wine expertsin 
the Napa Valley,， who cleanse their palates 
With mineral water between wine tastings. 

Totheuninitiated, onebotted water tastes 
pretty much like any other, but according to 
Soong, mineral waters vary greatly in TDS 
(Iotal Dissolved Solids), a prime ingredient 
im determining taste. “And taste,” says 
300ng，is where thebottomlineis ...people 
buy it because it tastes good to them.” 

He prmides himself on the fact that Crystal 
Geyser is “all natural.”Soong?s product has 
also been judged to be“verylow in sodium” 
by the Food and Drug Administration, a not 
insignificant factor for people who have to 
Iestrict Sodium intake. 

According to Soong，Crystal Geyser's 
water emerges from the volcanic earth in the 
Napa Valley's geyser country (the 
company Ss 10g0 prominently displays a 
Spouting geysenD at a temperature of abonut 
140 degrees. It gets chilled at the source and 
is then taken to the bottling plant where the 
carbonation is added. 

In 1981, the company pioneered flavors 
Such as orange, lemon and lime; and to take 
advantage of America's taste for cola“cola 
berry.”In 1986, they created a seltzer that 
eliminated all soda and contains fruit juice.
